SGH E Practice of Phyſic having re- 
* T 3, lied for many Centuries on Gale- 
O nical Preparations, it frequently 
failed of effectuating the great Cures in- 
tended by able Phyſicians, from rationally 
deduced Indications, both from the Patient's 
Conſtitution, and Nature of the Diſeaſe; 
the Inefficacy of Galen's Pharmacy made 
all enterpriſing Practitioners wiſh for more 
active Medicines to ſecond them in their 
meditated Cures, but all ſuch Wiſhes had 
no Effect, untill Chemiſtry was introduced 
into the Practice of Phyſic.

Baflius Valentinus, a Monk, is ſaid to 
have been the firſt Introducer; to whom 
ſucceeded Paracelſus and Vanbelmont. This 
Novelty cauſed a Reformation in Phyſic; 
all intelligent Phyſicians, convinced of the 
Utility thence derivable, chearfully em- 
braced the powerful Aſſiſtance of Chemiſ- 
try, while others, the more 1gnorant of the 
Profeſſion, Slaves to former Prejudices, cried 
aloud againſt every ſuch Meaſure. 


But by the ſucceſſive Labours of Paracel/us, 
Vanbelmont, Boyle, Tachenius, Glauber, &c. 
Chemiſtry ſoon furniſhed as great a Number 
of Medicines as the Galenic Pharmacy had 
formerly: Its two moſt powerful Agents, 
as acknowledged by the Learned of all 
Countries, are Mercury and Antimony ; the 
Efficacy and Virtue of the former I leave 
to be diſcuſſed upon, and deſcribed by the 
Anti-venereal Practitioners, whoſe Province 
they peculiarly regard, and confine the Pur- 
port of this Eſſay to an Inveſtigation of 
Antimony, which at firſt had engroſſed 
equally the Attention of Phyſicians and Al- 
chemiſts ; the latter by various Proceſſes en- 
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deavoured to torture out of it the Secret 
of the Philoſophers Stone. 

Paracelſus was the firſt who nh An- 
timony into any conſiderable Vogue; ſome 
Practitioners declaimed againſt it as a Poiſon, 
while others extolled it as a general and fo- 
vereign Specific; its Enemies carried their 
Inveteracy ſo far as to publiſh Liſts of all 
thoſe whom they pretended to have died by 
aking any of its Preparations; the others 
publiſhed Liſts of Patients who had been 
relieved from Death's Door by its being ad- 
miniſtered to them, 

Not only the Phyſical Faculty of Paris 
vere divided among themſelves about its 
Merit, but the Citizens ſplit into Parties, 
er and againſt. The Diſpute roſe fo high 
on both Sides, that it at laſt fell under the 

ognizance of the Parliament. 

The Partizans of Antimony were im- 
leaded for having abandoned the ſole Prac- 
ce of Hippocrates, Galen, &c. and of hav- 
ng ſubſtituted to their chaſte Practice, the 
neritricious Preparations of Chemiſtry, the 
inumonial in particular. The Clergy (ever 
nd of meddling in Phyſic, of which _

know ſo little) cried out that ſuch Innova- 
tions were ſinful, a burning Shame, and de- 
ſerved the Cenſure of the Church.—In fine, 
the preſcribing of Antimony was condemn- 
ed by an Edi& of Parliament ; a glaring 
Inſtance, among many others, of the con- 
federate Powers of Dullneſs trampling over 
a molt uſeful Diſcovery, and ſo highly be- 
neficial to Mankind as Antimony has ſince 
proved to be; all Phyſicians who refuſed 
giving their implicit Aſſent to, and blindly 
obeying the ſaid Edict, were expelled from 
the Faculty, and declared unqualified to 
practice, as Abettors of a poiſonous Drug 
O Shame to human Underſtanding ! 


After a Series of Years Antimony, by the 
daily miraculous Cures it operated in Pri 
vate, began to emerge from that undeſervec 
Obſcurity, to which it had been ſo partial 
and ſo ſhamefully condemned by Ignoranc 
and blind Zeal. Its unjuſt Fall ſerved bu 
to make its Riſe the more brilliant and con 
ſpicuous, as its ſuperior Succeſſes to ever 
other Medicine have ever ſince been univer 
fally evinced. 


An unlucky Accident which, at its firſt 
Appearance in Practice, happen'd to cer- 
tain Friars (moine in the French Language) 
gave alſo Riſe to this chimerical Accuſations 
Baſilius Valentinus (it is reported) having 
obſerved that Antimony greatly contributed 
to fatten Swine, reſolved to make a farther 
Experiment thereof, in order to plump up 
and give a florid Hue to the fallen, lank, 
and pallid Cheeks of certain halt-ſtary'd re- 
ligious Folks, whoſe miſerable Aſpects were 
a walking Diſgrace to penitential Doctrine, 
they happen'd to die, perhaps thro' the 
Effects of already exhauſted Nature, or that 
Baſilius Valentinus (Antimony at that Time 
being but recently known) had given it in 
large Quantities, or not properly prepared. 
From this Anecdote what was before called 
Stibium, received the new and now moſt 
univerſally prevailing Appellation of Anti- 
mony, being a Compound of the Greek am, 
againſt, and the French, Moine, Friar ; im- 
plying, that altho' Antimony had made 
good againſt Swine, it made againſt Friars. 
This evinces the Errour of thoſe who de- 
rive its Etymology from the Grcek Words 
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6 THE PRINCIPLES, &c. 

e againſt; and pwr Solus; intimating, in 
that Senſe, that its metallic Eſſence was en- 
dow'd with an Abhorrence of Solitude, and 
that in Conſequence it was always found 
intimately mixed and blended with other 
Subſtances. 

The idle and invidious Charges of Poiſon 
and deleterious Effects, brought by Igno- 
rance, and what is ſtill worſe, obſtinate 
Prejudice againſt innocent Antimony, were 
then invalidated, and overthrown by Men 
of enlightened and ſuperior Underſtandings, 
who faw thro” all the Fallacy of the many 
fophiſtic Arguments employed to run down 
a Remedy, they were not only determined 
not to approve, but ſworn to perſevere in 
wilful Blindneſs to all the falutary Conſe- 
quences it produced. 

Crude Antimony has been externally ap- 
plied to wounds, to ſtep an Eflux of the 
Blood, and bring on a Cicatrice, it has alſo 
been advantageouſly uſed in Collyriums for 
curing Ulcers of the Eyes, which Practice 
was very well known to Galen, Diqſcordes, 
and others, tho' they were ignorant of An- 
timony's great and wonderful Virtues when

internally taken, for which Diſcovery we 
are indebted to Chemiſtry, the ſalutary Ef- 
fects it is productive of when judiciouſſy 
prepared, ſerve as multiplied Vouchers for 
its being as innoxious as benefi cia. 

That it may not be thought that the Su- 
periority of Antimony above all other Me- 
dicines, is either to be obtruded on the Pub- 
lic, or to force its implicit Belief, and paſ- 
ſive Aſſent thereto, by the Dint of a mere 
ipſe dixit, the learned Readers are here pre- 
ſented with a Succinct and aggregated View 
of the (thro' various Volumes) ſcattered 
Approbations of Perſonages moſt eminent 
in Chemico-Pharmaceutic Knowledge, as 
at the ſame Time celebrated in Medicinal 
Practice. For ſuch of our Readers as are 
unacquainted with the Latin Tongue, the

in Chemiſtry. After much Altercation, a 
Committee was appointed, Dr. Watſon in 
the Chair,—-I met with what is but too 
uſual on all ſimilar Oceaſions, Clamour and 
Obloquy, inſtead of à candid Hearing and 
diſpaſſionate Enquiry. Some intereſted Op- 
ponents, who had private Views to miſlead 
| F 
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the Society for their own partial Emolu- 


ment, (which has given Riſe to the Society's 
late Reſolution of defeating and ſtigma- 
tizing all ſuch Pretenders) with their well. 
known Modeſty, concluded the Arcana of 
Nature, that had eſcaped their Notice, or 


rather what they had never thought of, 


could not be revealed to the Penetration of 


another, although he had neither ſpared the 


Labour of Years, nor the Expence of many 
Hundred Pounds. The beſt Comment on 
fo partial a Proceeding is to relate the 
Conduct of Niolanus, the moſt eminent 
French Anatomiſt of his Time, who, when 
all Harvey's Experiments to evince the 
Circulation of the Blood, (which he de- 
nied) were preſſed hard upon him, his laſt 
Argument was:—* If the Blood circulates 
in the Human Body, I muſt have diſ- 
„covered it: 1 have not diſcovered. it; 


therefore the Blood does not circulate, 


« conſequently Harvey is an Impoſtor, &c, 
This Difference, however, is to be obſerved, 
that Rrolanus was one of the moſt skilled 
in Anatomy amongſt his Cotemporaries.— 
But as to my few clande/tine Opponents— 
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clandeſtine I call them, becauſe the * 
they wantonly and maliciouſly caballed 
againſt in private, they have never dared 
to implead fince publiſhed ; which was in- 
tended as a fair Defiance to their Ignorance 


and Self-intereſtedneſs. The Secrets of Me- 


tallurgy are attainable by thaſe only who 
labour over the Furnace and Crucible ; the 
bare dim-ſighted Reading of Chemical 
Books can, at beſt, make but petulant 
Talkers, but never ſolid Reaſoners, nor ace 
curate Diſeoverers, to be depended on, 


A Reſolution was entered in the Books, 
for giving a Premium of Ore Hundred 
Pounds on aſcertaining the Truth of the 
Facts which I had advanced. I was ever 
ready to come to the Experiment, ad ex- 
perimentum provocavi, and eſpecially to give 
indiſputable Demonſtration, in Support of 
my Theory, by a Communication of my 
Diſcovery, which (it being eaſier to deny 
than diſprove) was declined. Some wor- 
thy Gentlemen of the Society, declaring 
the Treatment I had received unfair, eſ- 
pouſed my Intereſt, among whom ſtrenu-

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ouſly exerted himſelf, the learned and i in- 
genions Dr. Parſons, Fellow of the Royal 
and Antiquarian Societies, well known to 
the Learned of Europe, by his various Pro- 
ductions fraught with Taſte, Candour, Ele- 
gance and Erudition. He is, moreover, the 
ever ready Friend to make known all laud- 
able Endeavours and Merit in another. He, 
1 ſay, was generouſly warm in my Cauſe 
before the Society ; but finding the Stream 
too ſtrong againſt me there, kindly offered 
to preſent my Reſearches to the Royal 
Society. 


I thought it but a juſt Return for his Ci- 
vility, not to trouble him any more on my 
Behalf, leſt he ſhould be thereby involved 
in what might ariſe to a Literary Warfare, 
and reſolved, therefore, that the Trouble 
ſhould be all my own.

1wer would be made, by the Society for 
the Encouragement of Arts and Sciences, 
to the Charge brought by Dr. Redmond, 
which implies that reſpectable Body's being 
either miſled, or have acted with Partiality. 


A Reſolution was entered in the Books, 
which was finally agreed on at a general 
Meeting, That if Dr. Redmond could ake 
the Regulus of Antimony malleable, with- 
out Metallic Matter, he ſhould have a Pre- 
mium of One Hundred Pounds. This Dr. 
Redmond has performed, and indiſputably 
acquitted himſelf according to this ſaid 
Reſolution ; and is therefore indiſputably 
Entitled to the Premium. He, in the 
Months of June and July, 1761, in the 
St. James Chronicle, Gazetteer, and Ledger, 
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as well as in the London and Imperial Ma- 
gazines, publiſhed his Chemical and Me- 
tallurgical Obſervations on Antimony, in 
which he gave the Method of making the 
Regulus malleable, without Metallic Mat- 
ter; and thereby proved to the Public, as 
well as to the Society, the Veracity of his 
Allegations, by putting it in the Power of 
both to make the Experiments.
